Prime Minister Shimon Peres be- 
lieves Israel should cooperate as 
much as it can with the U.S. “Star 
Wars" space- weapons research 
programme because of the consider- 
able technological spinoffs that 
could result from the project, 
according to senior official sources. 

The sources said Peres let his 
opinion be known after several 
Knesset Members urged a full de- 
bate on the subject in the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Comminee. ' 

Both Peres and Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin feel it would be in 
Israel's interest to respond positively 
to invitations to participate in the 
programme that the U.S. has ex- 
tended to several of its allies. The 
programme would study, among 
other things, the feasibility of using 
laser technology to destroy Soviet 
missiles. 

These sources said that Israel has 
not responded to the U.S. invitation. 
It has not been revealed what part 
Israel could play in the programme. 

Speaking at Haifa's Reali High 
School yesterday. Minister without 
Portfolio Ezer Weizman said that 
the “Star Wars'* invitation should be 
given careful consideration. Weiz- 
man, a former defence minister and 
a former OC Air Force, said the 
proposal should neither be “rejected 
out of hand," as some have urged, 
nor immediately accepted.

KHARTOUM (AP). - Bowing 
to demonstrators and to profes- 
sional unions. Sudan's new milit- 
ary junta yesterday began dis- 
mantling the state security 
apparatus and arresting "clients 
of the ousted regime" of Ja’afar 
Numeiri. 

The new regime also seemed 
to be winning support through- 
out the Arab world, and at least 
tacit recognition from the U.S. 
and Britain. 

Gen. Abdul-Rahman Mohammed 
Swareddahab. who seized power ia a 
bloodless coup Saturday, went on 
the air to announce that the army 
would seize the security agency, its 
weapons and communications 
equipment. 

Demonstrators yesterday mar- 
ched on foe headquarters of the 
Slate Security Department, deman- 
ding its liquidation. The general 
command's order followed. 

Suna, the official Sudanese news 
agency, reported that foe new reg- 
ime also had begun rounding up 
“air* Numeiri's supporters, char- 
acterized in a general command 
statement as "clients of the ousted 
regime.” 

The agency gave no details of the 
arrests, but western diplomats said 
Omarel-Tayeb. First Vice President 
and Chief of State Security under 
Numeiri. and other rice-presidents 
were arrested. 

The diplomats said former mem- 
bers of Numeiri's cabinet were 
placed under house arrest. 


In a later broadcast on the official 
Omdurman Radio. Swareddanab 
announced the release of all political 
detainees in the country. 

Reporting from Khartoum. 
Egypt's state-owned Middle East 
News Agency (Mena) estimated the 
number covered by the release order 
at 350. 

More than -.600 people were de- 
tained during foe 10 days of demon- 
strations. riots, a doctor's strike and 
general strike that led to Numeiri's 
fall. Most of those were vagrants 
taken to detention centres for expul- 
sion from Khartoum to the pro- 
vinces. 

Mena quoted the Sudanese news 
agency yesterday as saying eight 
people were killed and 81 wounded 
in the recent turmoil in Khartoum, 
which grew out of demonstrations 
protesting against recent price in- 
creases for key commodities. Five of 
the wounded remained in hospitals. 

Swareddahab announced the coup 
Saturday morning, just before 
Numeiri arrived in Cairo en route 
home from a visit to the U.S. 
Numeiri remained in the Egyptian 
capital, where President Hosni 
Mubarak said yesterday he can stay 
as long as he wishes. 

Mena reported from Khartoum 
that anti-govemmem rebel opera- 
tions in the south stopped after the 
coup. 

A spokesman for John Garang. 
leader of the main rebel group, the 
Sudan People's Liberation Army, 
said in a radio broadcast monitored 
in London that Garang is "closely 


monitoring" the new situation. He 
reportedly plans to "address the 
Sudanese People” by tomorrow. 

Richard Luce. Under-Secretary in 
Britain's Foreign Office, said the 
situation in Khartoum appeared to 
be "pretty calm.” He added, in a 
BBC interview, that London is 
"quite encouraged" by Swaredda- 
hab's statements since he took con- 
trol. He said no recognition is re- 
quired. and that "we hope to be able 
to work with this new government." 

There are some 1.100 Britons in 
Sudan. 

The BBC also quoted reports 
from Khartoum that a new 12- 
member cabinet has been installed 
to run the government. 

In Khartoum, however, western 
sources said a government had not 
been seated but that several political 
consultations were under way on the 
composition of a new cabinet. 

Meanwhile, the Sudanese regime 
picked up new diplomatic support 
yesterday. 

Like Saudi Arabia on Saturday, 
the Persian Gulf states of Kuwait 
and UAE issued separate state- 
ments expressing their support. 

In Cairo. Mubarak told reporters 
that diplomatic recognition is not 
needed. "We support any govern- 
ment in Sudan if rhe Sudanese peo- 
ple want it." he said. 

He also vowed to come to Sudan's 
aid in the event of outside interfer- 
ence and warned Libya not to med- 
dle.

“Other neighbours could include 
Jbya,” she explained, “and that, of 
x>urse. is a contradiction, since 
Libya would consider any friend of 
Egypt its own sworn enemy." 


She added that foe new Sudanese 
leader's connection by marriage to 
foe Khatmiya religious movement, a 
group known to be very pro- 
Egyptian, also is no guarantee of the 
course foreign policy will take. 

“When Numeiri came to power, 
be was supported by leftist elements 
and seemed to be oriented toward 
the Soviet Union,’’ she said. “Two 
years later, when his rule was well 
established, he changed to a pro- 
western orientation. The new lead- 
er. Abdul-Rahman Mohammed 
Swareddahab, has not spoken out 
publicly on political issues in foe past 


and his news are not known. But 
even if he continues to pro-western 
orientation at the beginning, that 
doesn’t necessarily mean he won’t 
change his policies later.” 

The situation is still unclear, she 
said , and among foe many unknowns 
is the question of Islamizing Sudan.

‘Outside agitators’ said 
behind Jlem school riot

Jerusalem officials are convinced 
that “outside agitators” incited last 
week's riot at a Mount of Olives 
school. A total of 127 people were 
arrested after police broke into the 
campus to quell the disturbances. 

The municipality has been in- 
formed that groups of such agitators 
from out of town plan to incite 
simitar riots in various East Jeru- 
salem schools. 

Twenty suspects were remanded 
by a Jerusalem magistrate on Friday. 
Police sources said they are to be 
prosecuted on the basis of photo- 
graphs taken during the rioting, and 
that among them are non- 
Jerusalemites, 

Sources in the municipality told 
The Jerusalem Post that, on the 
morning of the riot last Thursday, 
two groups of West Bank teenagers 
arrived at two schools in East Jeru- 
salem. At the Wadi Joz girls' school. 
Mamouniya, one of the groups was 
rebuffed by teachers at the school. 
But at the Ibrahamiya boys' school 
on the Mt. of Olives, from first grade 
through junior college, the West 
Bankets took over the teachers' 


room, ripped out telephone lines 
and threatened teachers and stu- 
dents. 

“They then began whipping up 
crowds of students, who gathered to 
see what was happening.’’ the 
sources said. 

The Post has learned that the 
municipality is negotiating with the 
Education Ministry for financial aid 
to the school to repair damage 
caused by both the rioting students 
and the police, who used force to 
break into the building. 

Police sources confirmed that they 
have heard, “indirectly, from East 
Jerusalem sources... rather chan 
directly from Ibrahamiya *s adminis- 
trators,” about ibe takeover at the 
school on the morning of the rioting. 

According to the police sources, 
the police are comparing a list of 
registered students at the school with 
the names of those arrested, looking 
for the “outside agitators” responsi- 
ble for inciting the riot.

March exports up 10%

Goods worth a total of 5588 mil- 
lion were exported last month. 10 
per cent more than in February, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics 
announced yesterday.

But the 
monthly average of exports for Janu- 
ary through March was still 8 per 
cent below the monthly average for 
the last half of 1984. 

During the first quarter, exports 
totalled SI ,471 m. . about the same as 
in the first quarter of 1984.

METULLA. — An Israel Defence 
Forces doctor in southern Lebanon 
said he prevented the blackening of 
Israel's name in the news media last 
weekend after two Lebanese 
charged that Israelis had shot then- 
daughter.

The girl died, but the doctor de- 
cided to conduct an ultrasound ex- 
amination. He found that she had 
been in her second, month of preg- 
nancy. When confronted with this 
information, the father admitted she 
had been unmarried and that be bad 
killed her to “save the family hon- 
our.” 

The doctor said the father had 
intended to tell Lebanese journalists 
that she had been shot by die Israeli 
soldiers.

Moda'i 
said that civO servants would have to 
accept a five-day work week and a 7 


per cent salary cut if they wanted to 
avoid large-scale dismissals. 


Ben- Ami told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that his union would not 
accept a salary cut as an alternative 
to dismissals. The workers have 
already accepted two cuts in their 
cost-of-living compensation and can- 
not be expected to give any more, he 
said. 


However. Ben-Ami held out the 
prospect of a negotiated solution to 
the Treasury's need to keep within 
the limits of the budget by catting 
jobs. Natural attrition and early re- 
tirement could reduce the civil ser- 
vice work force by some 4,000 this 
year, he said.

A new kind of. visitor is coming 
t{\tb Eilat:, men who smoke thick 
cigjsis and seem to prefer smoke . 

They are the 
I srejgn investors and entrepreneurs 
attracted by the news that the town is 
sc$n to become a Free Trade Area 
(JfTA). ' - 

The transformation of the less 
thgn thriving Red Sea port into an 
FJA is, one such investor from the 
y.S. told The Jerusalem Past, “the 
biggest thing that ever happened 
here... a whole new ball game.” The 
investor, who was unwilling to be 
named for publication, was also un- 
tiling to disclose his specific project 
to .the press, but he was happy to 
cofijure up images of shipping in ■ 
.underwear from Turkey or electro- 
Rjijcs goods from the Far East for 
packaging and resale in the U.S. and 
Western Europe. 

.yThe Israelis are pnly thinking 
about buying a video, "he added, 
“hut we're talking about bringing in 
• buyers from all over the world. 
Ypu've heard of Singapore, you’ve 
beard of Hong Kong? Well that’s 
wd^it Eilat is going to be like.” 

At a press conference in Eilat this 
week. Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
“gave the town a gift" on the occa- 
siqn of the 36th anniversary of its 
liberation by Israeli forces, but is was 
clepr that although delighted by the 
idea, few residents had any notion of 
wjjat FTA implied. Indeed, even the 
experts seemed concerned primarily 
with the exemption from Value 


Added Tax that will be inaugurated 
if the FTA is made into law as 
expected by April 1. 

Already there was widespread 
speculation of Israelis coming to the 
town and returning loaded down 
with electrical appliances. But 
according to Yehezkel Flomin. the 
former Treasury deputy director- 
general who headed the commission 
which studied FTA. there would be a 
“customs exemption of S100 worth 
of goods, making it less than worth- 
while to come to Eilat merely for 
shopping." 

Far more derisive than Vat ex- 
emption oaconsumer items, accord- 
ing to Flomin and others who have 
studied the plan, is the fact that 
Eilatis will- have an income tax ceil- 
ing of 30 per cent of their earnings, 
that goods would be imported with- 
out customs for manufacture and 
re-export, that industry would be 
subject to minimal taxation and .that 
planes would be able to tank up at 
minimal cost. 

All this is more crucial to the 
Eilatis than whether they would be 
able to buy duty-free goods them- 
selves if, as planned, the FTA goes 
into its second stage in a year's time. 

Eilat Mayor Rah Hochman, who 
is credited with coming up with the 
idea, points in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, to the flourishing of 
other FT As around the world. Man- 
au, in Brazil, was a floundering rub- 
ber producing centre which hadpeen 
killed by plastics. Its population had 
dropped from 300.000 to 12,000. 
Now it has a population of two 


million and 10.000 factories. 

Other FTAs include Tenerife, 
“which has nothing but rocks, with a 
turnover of $15,000 million. Andor- 
ra has a turnover of S12.Q00m. and 
Singapore a trade surplus of 
S13.000m. 

Hochman also reports interest by 
investors, and news reports have 
named Gal and Zim as two Israeli 
commercial giants which want a 
piece of the cake. 

Hochman said he particularly ex- 
pects high technology industries to 
come to Eilat because it mil be the 
one place in Israel where they can 
pay top salaries without having the 
taxman take the biggest bite. 
Although be is wary of making the 
town entirely dependent on tourism, 
he feels that tourists will come for 
the shopping, with air packages re- 
duced in price because of die . lo- 
wered fuel prices. At present, char- 
ter flights to EUat stop to take on fuel 
in Rhodes or Lamaca in Cyprus. He 
even envisages the town as a stopov- 
er for flights. 

He said he started working on the 
plan immediately after he was 
elected at the beginning of last year. 
The town was in dire straits: the 
Timna mines were closing, the port 
was stagnating because of the open- 
ing of the Suez Canal to Israeli 
shipping, a local power station had 
closed and the oil port too was barely 
functioning. The 35-year-old mayor 
said he was sure the FTA would be 
implemented “because we didn't 
have anything else." 

Hochman. who foresees an in- 


crease in the town's population from 
the present 12.000 to three or four 
times that number, admits that most 
of the residents have little idea of 
what the FTA means. His view is 
shared by Avi Kopito. whose real 
estate office is not far from the 
mayorYoffice. in the Richter shop- 
ping centre. 

Last year, he said, flats dropped in 
price, by 50 per cent. So far they 
haven't risen, but some sellers, those 
who can wait it out. have taken their 
property off the market. Flats in 
what he described as a "very, good 
area” are still selling for 538,000 to 
$65,000. depending bn size, he said. 
And the main buyers are not those 
coming for the FTA but British Jews 
interested in second homes. 

But FTA has brought a new in- 
terest in shops, of which a noticeable 
number stand empty' in every one of 
the town's shopping centres. But 
here too. he added, despite the in- 
terest. he hasn't seen any deals con- 
cluded recently. r 

The FTA also sounded good to 
Miko Sabag. who was piling up tren- 
dy jeans in his Boom Boutique in the 
new Shalom Plaza Shopping Centre. 
He admitted that business this year 
has been slow despite the full hotels 
this season. The FTA. he believes, 
will make it possible to artracT more 
buyers with lower prices. Mean-; 
while, like most Eilatis. he is waiting 
to see what will happen. 

But for the American investor, 
there are no such doubts. 

“This thing is going to be a revolu- 
tion." he savs.

’ ^ome and flat buyers should exer- 
cise caution before they sign any 
forms offered them by a real estate 
aggnt, private builder or even a 
contractor engaged by the buyer. 

That is the advice offered this 
v&bk by the Histadrut's Consumers 
Protection Authority in conjunction 
wtth the Israel Building Centre. The 
Gititre is an affiliate of the Ministry 
of Housing and Construction. 

When dealing with a builder or 
contractor, the authority urges, the 
home buyer should stick to those 
registered in the official Contractors 
Raster. In addition, ask the other 
side to show you his licence (to 
.Ascertain that it is currently valid) 
'arid his “professional classification 
certificate." Some contractors are 
certified to execute only specified 
work such as electric installation, 
plilmbing or foundations. 

11 A thin! document to examine is 
the contractor's “financial classifica- 
tion papers." These indicate- thp 

contracting^ 

wprlr- inr dbilir Itenfis - J ihe contract, 
tof may undertake at a single build- 
inesite. 

-Other things to look for are the 
following: 

' • Permits and deeds: has the con- 
tractor secured a building permit 
. from the local authority? Does he 
have full ‘ownership or a long-term 
lease on the land upon which he is 
building your property? 

• Plans: The sales agreement 
should include a set of building 
pia'ns. Were you given plans for both 
the building and for your flat? The 
Housing Sales law of 1973 also re- 
quires the seller to furnish you with a 
technical specification sheet showing ■ 
the building materials used, space 
tolerances, and related information. 

* Professional advice: As a lay- 
man. you should show all of the 


builders' or contractors' papers to a 
lawyer, engineer and architect be- 
fore you sign the agreement. It is in 
your interest to obtain in writing 
every oral promise, understanding' 
or agreement involving yourself and 
the other party. 

•. Delivery: Upon completion of 
the home, do not sign the transfer 
deed without first examiniilg the 
premises very carefully. If you are 
accepting it with defects, enter these 
into a protocol - which the builder or 
contractor should sign - and which 
specifies the details of the repairs to 
be made and the dates upon which 
they are to be completed. 

• Payment: never pay in cash - 
only by cheque. Remember, accord- 
ing to the Housing Sales law, the 
seller may not accept - for a flat 
under construction or yet to be built 
- more than 15 per cent of the sales 
price unless he insures your invest- 
ment by one or more of the methods 
prescribed by the law. 

Since violation of the Housing- 
Sales Law constitutes a crime,' you -

Water projects need

TEL AVIV. - Some 1,600,000 
citizens will be eligible to vote in the 
Histadrut elections, scheduled for 
May 13. Voting will take place in 
4,500 polling stations around the 
country. 

The parties are already gearing up 
for the elections, though by common 
consent, all-out campaigning will not 
begin for another few weeks. The 
parties are expected to restrict their 
advertising to the printed media, as a 
means of keeping expenses down. 

The Labour Alignment list, which 
will be headed by Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar, has budgeted 
$450,000 for the campaign. Orga- 
nization is in the hands of central 
committee member Gideon Ben- 
Yisrael, while the information effort 
will be headed by Education and 
Cttlttirt^Depdftmfrnt ChaUfoKti': 
Nahum Fassa. ' ! r '* 

Several of the smaller parties 
chose the heads of their Histadrut 
lists during the past week, though - 
the final lists only have to be submit- 
ted by April 21. MK Ran Cohen, 
head of the present Sheli list, will 
head the Gtizens Rights Movement 
list, which is contesting the Histadrut 
elections for the first tune. Cohen 
beat CRM leader MK Shulamit Alo- 
ni by 29 votes to 1 1 in the candidacy 
contest held in the party’s executive. 

Shinui made history last week 
when it chose Rina Sha'ashua- 
Hason to head its list - the first 
woman to be so chosen. Sha’ashua- 
Hason derively beat faction leader 
Yigael Ben-Nun in a vote in the 
party council. 

It is undear whether MK Rafael 
Eitan will lead the Tehiya list in the 
elections - or even whether Tehiya 
will contest the elections at all. The 
party’s Tzomet faction decided ear- 
lier this week to bar Eitan from 
heading the list because of what it 


claimed was unfair distribution of 
portfolios between the two factions. 

The Tzomet rebellion could lead 
to the scrapping of the party's parti- 
cipation in the elections altogether. 
Party chairman MK Yuval Ne'eman 
is known to oppose participation on 
the grounds that Tehiya has a 
“national."' and not sectarian, call- 
ing. 

The election committee has a dual 
function: It both organizes the elec- 
tions and serves as the judicial body 
to oversee election practices. For 
instance, the committee will dedde 
whether a list should be banned on 
the grounds that it propounds racist 
doctrines. 

The elections will be monitored by 
the Interior Ministry, and a ministry 
representative sits on the election 
committee, chairman MK Aharon 
Harel said. He added that parties or

the Knesset elections - up to and 
including imprisonment. 

. In addition to voting for the His- 
tadrut convention, voters will also 
cast ballots for the Na’amat conven- 
tion, the Agricultural Centre (if ap- 
plicable) and the local labour coun- 
cils. In other words, a voter will vote 
as many as four times from different 
lists. 

The election results will be con- 
veyed to Histadrut headquarters by 
computer from 35 regional rentes. 
Unofficial results will be available on 
the morning of May 14, Chough offi- 
cial results will take an estimated 
three days^ 

Unlike the Kneset elections, vo- 
ters will not have to vote in the area 
in which they are register'd. Each 
polling booth will have national vo- 
ters rolls, and out-of-towners can 
vote by means of a double envelope 
at any polling booth. 

Unlike in previous years, election 
day will not be a work holiday. 


Mengele-hunters want to see CIA report 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - West 
German investigators hunting Josef 
Mengelc said Wednesday they would 
ask to see U.S. intelligence reports 
that show the Nazi death-camp doc- 
tor may have been involved in a 
South American drug ring. 

According to sources quoted in 
the partially-censored CIA reports, 
Mengelc arrived in South America 
in 1951 and settled in Paraguay in 
1972. There he was “heavily in- 
volved in narcotics traffic,” the 
sources told (he CIA. 

Mengele obtained Paragnyan 
citizenship in 1959, but it was re- 
voked 20 years' later. The Asuncion 
government has said he left the 
country in 1960. 

Mengele, who would now be 73, is 
wanted by the German Federal Re- 
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public and Israel on charges of tak- 
ing part in the murder of 400.000 
Jews in Auschwitz where he con- 
ducted horrifying medical experi- 
ments on thousands of prisoners. 

Meanwhile, a West German in- 
vestigator has visited Portugal to 
check whether a man who commit- 
ted suicide in Lisbon last month was 
Mengele, the German embassy in 
Lisbon said. 

A weekly newspaper that covers 
criminal cases, said an elderly fore- 
igner who committed suicide with 
poison in a Lisbon boarding house 
on February 7 was Mengele.

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Tsur: TJniiy gov’t can’t 
negotiate peace’

The clash between Minister with- 
out Portfolio * Moshe Arens and 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres, over ' 
last week's meeting with Egyptian 
presidential envoy Osama al-Baz has 
helped outline the strengths and 
weaknesses of the National Unity 
Government, says a Labour Party 
minister. 

Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur told The Jerusalem Post that the 
differences between the Likud 'and 
the Alignment over the. al-Baz visit, 
showed that the national unity gov- 
ernment. while* strong enough to 
open negotiations with Arab govern- 
ments. would probably not be able 
to bring them to a conclusion. 

“It is hard to believe that the 
government would not disintegrate 
during negotiations." Tsur said. 
“The Likud, deep inside, rejects all 
negotiation with Jordan or with a 
Jordan-Palestine delegation. It 
dings tight to Camp David, as a 
tactic jo block all. fruitful negotia- 
tions with Jordan." 

Tsur asserted: “The Likud ignores 
the fact that Jordan does not have 
any commitment to Camp David.” 
In any case, he said, negotiations 
naturally lead to compromises, and 
“the Ukud rejects the idea of com- 
promise over Judea and Samaria.” 
He said that the two big parties 
would have to square up one day to 
the debate over fundamental princi- 


ple involved in the future of Judea 
and Samaria. “That, at least, would 
be a genuine, and an honest debate, 
not related to appointments or 
budgets.” 

Tsar said that the national uni ty 
government was unlikely to disinte- 
grate over issues like the withdrawal 
from Lebanon or the economy, as 
there was no real alternative to unity 
in those spheres. But it was quite 
likely to disintegrate over die issue 
•of Judea and Samaria. 

Ya'acov Friedler adds: In Haifa 
Wednesday, Tourism Minster Avra- 
ham Sharir said the only concrete 
results from Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak’s peace initiative “is 
that instead of making peace with 
the Arabs, we now have to make 
peace among the Jews.” 

Speaking to the Haifa Journalists' 
Association, Sharir said he did not 
know why the Egyptian . emissary 
bad to. come to Jerusalem “in the 
dead of night" to ask whether we 
were, ready to meet a Jordan- 
Palestinian deputation ‘“when he 
knew in advance that our answer is 
positive.” 

“He would have done better to 
come in broad daylight, so that die 
nations of this area and the whole 
world should witness the efforts to 
make peace,” Sharir said. 

But so far “it's all been much ado 
about nothing," he said. And he 
regretted that the affair had caused 
cracks in the national unity govern- 
ment. 


Thatcher, Mubarak to discuss Mideast peace

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Day care to 
cost 10% less 
next year

' Parents' will pay about 10 per cent 
less for their children's day care next, 
year and the fees will be calculated. 
for the first time on the basis erf both 
parents' salaries. These are' two of 
die recommendations of the Shitrit 
committee on day-care costs, made 
public Wednesday and to be im-i 
plemented by the next school year. 

,The findings of the committee, 
appointed by. Labour and Social . 
Affairs Minister Moshe Katsav and 
headed by MK Meir Shitrit, were 
accepted with minor reservations by 
the Parents* Action Committee. But. 
they were rejected by the two major 
women's organizations that operate - 
most of the country’s day-care cen- 
tres, Na’amat and Wizo. The leaders ' 
of both organizations, Masha 
Lubelsky and Adina Matalon. are to. 
meet with. Katsav next week to dis-’ 
cuss the committee's findings. 

The committee, which inclnded- 
representatives of the parents, the 
women’s organizations and the* 
ministry, was set up in December to 
complete an investigation into -the 
strucutre of day-care costs begun by 
an earlier panel. Areas, examined 
included manpower, maintenance, 
food, administration and tuition 
costs for the centres, which care for 
children from half-a-year to four 
yeaxsold. 

The committee found that the 
sent basis for fixing fees is inequit- 
able, because it takes into account 
only the- mother’s salary. Hence- 
forth, both parents' salaries should 
be calculated - along with the iuim- 1 
ber of children in the family -so that 
subsidies received by many high- 
income families will be redirected to 
families in need. This and other 
measures are expected to lower all 
day-care fees by about 10 per cent. 

' Katsav has already accepted the 
committee’s findings and appointed 
a committee to Implement them, 
some by April 1 and the rest by the 
beginning of the 5746 (1985-86) 
school year.

. The cost fif health insurance will 
nse from July 1 by 60 to 100 per cent 
depending on the individual's in- 
come, informed sources say. The 
Histadrut immediately rejected the 

proposed hikes. 

Speaking yesterday to journalists 
at a press conference ax Beit Soko- 
low in Tel Aviv, Health Minister 
Mordechai Gur said there is no 
choice bntJto make the public pay for 
a- significant part of the increased 
cfcst of health services. 

Gur said that as soon as the minis- 
try finishes preparing the changes, 
patients will also be required to pay 
pvt of the cost of fertility treatment, 
cosmetic surgery, operations for 
obesity and the implantation of 
artificial joints, all termed as ‘‘proce- 
dures improving the quality of life 
but not medical imperatives.” It was 
understood that patients will have to 
pay for several other procedures. 

The ministry also to charge 
the families of psychiatric patients a 
part' of the cost of the patient's 
hospitalization. A number of drugs 
such as simple pain-killers used for 
headaches and other mild pain, vita- 
mins and first aid supplies will be 
taken off the prescription list of the 
health fends and patients will purch- 
ase them directly from pharmacies. 
This expense will not be refundable. 
‘The Histadrut yesterday said it is 


not within the competence of the 
health minister to decide the cost of 
health insurance or the policy of 
charging patients for their health 
care and feat fee Histadrut will ob- 
ject to any attempt to carry out fees 
plan. Histadrut treasurer Natan 
Alznoslino said fee Histadrut health 
fend dues are determined by fee 
Histadrut alone and axe based on fee 
health fund’s needs and fee insured 
member’s incomeonly. 

“No external factor, whatever it 
may be, may intervene in these con- 
siderations and dictate the Histad- 
rut’s taxation policy vis-a-vis its 
members.” be said. 

He said demanding pay for health 
services from insured persons “con- 
tradicts the mutual help principle on 
which Kupat Hotim CLalit (the His- 
tadrut's Health Fund) is based,” and 
that fee Histadrut will battle every 
attempt to enforce such payments. 

The Health Minis try hopes the 
new measures will help raise fee 
shekel equivalent of 560 milli on to 
cover fee health budget deficit, with 
S40m. coming from fee increased 
dues and $20m. coming from charges 
on special hospital services. The 
health minis ter also said that six 
small hospitals will be dosed. He 
stressed feat none will be regional 
hospitals and mentioned fee Hos- 
pice hospital in Jerusalem’s Old 
Gty, fee Neve-On psychiatric hos- 
pital in Bnei Brak, the Bakka el- 


Gabiah maternity unit near Herz- 
liya, and the Kfar Shaul psychiatric 
facility in Jerusalem. Kfar Shaul will 
'become a centre for autistic children 
and will also have a drug withdrawal 
unit and other public mental health 
fedlities once its patients have been 
transferred to the hospital in Beer- 
sheba. 

Gur said fee. ministry is negotiat- 
ing with Jerusalem’s MIsgav Ladach 
maternity hospital over its future. 
He said fee ministry sees no justifica- 
tion for the continued maintenance 
of a 28-bed maternity hospital in a 
city with three general hospitals. He 
also said the ministry's medical 
advisers are for encouraging women 
to give birth in the modem medical 
centres where sophisticated equip- 
ment is available. ■ 

Gur did not specify which hospital 
will be fee sixth, but said feat it will 
not be Jerusalem's Bilcur Holim or 
Poriya hospital near Tiberias. 

The Health Ministry has also be- 
gun merging fee clinics* of Kupat 
Holim Gaiit and the Health Minis- 
try, particularly in rural areas. In 
most cases the mother and child- 
clinics (Tip at Balov) and fee general 
dimes will merge and both services 
wQI be provided by one facility. 

The ministry will also cut its share 
in non-governmental health facilities 
by IS4.6 billion and will save another 
IS4.7b. by decreasing’ ministry staff 
by 504.5 jobs. 


* Gur said that fee Treasury has 
agreed to guarantee fee smooth flow 
of budgeted sums and will also adv- 
ance the ministry the shekel equiva- 
lent of S30m. for fee first three 
months of this fiscal year. It takes the 
health funds three months to pay the 
1 minis try for hospitalization services. 
The Treasury advance was custom- 
ary in the past but was cancelled by 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Modal 
five months ago. 

Gur says that it is this hold-back in 
funds that led to fee severe cash 
shortage which engendered a wave 
of strikes and sanctions in fee health 
service including the strike of ambu- 
lance and blood-bank services' by 
Magen David Adorn and the refusal 
of nursing-home operators to con- 
tinue the care of the aged, psychiat- 
ric and chronically-ill patients in 
their care. 

Development will be slowed, but 
projects already partly, completed 
and essential will be completed. Gur 
particularly mentioned fee need to 
complete a general hospital in 
Nahariya, stressing feat recent poli- 
tical developments make the com- 
pletion of this hospital a must. 

Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment head Haim Haberfeld said he 
will demand that the Labour faction 
in fee Knesset hold an urgent debate 
on Gut’s proposals, which, be said, 
contradict Labour’s platform. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE IN ISRAEL-1 

Most many kter — and stay married

A little more than 30,000 Jewish couples mar- 
ried in Israel last year. For 20,000 of them, it was 
their first marriage and for a little more than 
two-feirds, if statistics remain the same, it will be 
their only marriage. 

Two- thirds of the couples were Israeli-born. 

Israelis do not marry as young as in many 
Mediterranean countries. In fee case of a first 
marriage, fee bridegroom is usually between 25 
and 29 years old, wife most 26. The bride is most 
likely between 20 and 24, wife most in fee 24th 
year. Military service and the expense of educa- 
tion are two factors that influence the age at which 
young couples marry. 

Most ' couples were from the same town or 
settlement, but in urban marriage, more brides 
come from Jerusalem, while more bridegrooms 
were from fee coastal plain. Since many single 
Israeli women go to Tel Aviy to work, this is not 
hard to explain. 

‘ Within fee first year after marriage, 41 per cent 
of young couples have their first child and within 


two years, 63 per cent are parents. In five years, 
the average Israeli couple will have two children. 
A little less than half of them wDl not have more . 
children. 

In addition to fee Jewish couples marrying in 
Israel, a large number journey to Cyprus to get 
married. They do so because of legal impediments 
to the marriage under rabbinical law, such as one 
partner not bring Jewish, or a divorcee marrying a 
cohen, or a widow whose brothers-in-law will not 
give her halitzo, fee official renunciation of their 
right to marry her. 

But some couples prefer Cyprus because of an 
aversion to fee rituals of the marriage service in 
IsraeL In some cases they are alone in Israel and 
do not have witnesses who have known them all ' 
their lives and can testify before the rabbis that 
they are single. Although it is common practice for 
some witnesses to claim to know someone they've 
never seen before, some brides and bridegrooms 
find this distasteful and opt out. 

Although no exact statistics are available, a 


source in fee Interior Ministry estimates that 
about 1,000 couples annually marry in Cyprus. 

Another 800 to 1,000 marry abroad because fee 
bride is a recent immigrant and her parents want 
to hold fee ceremony in their home community. In 
this case, fee ceremony is held abroad and a large 
reception is given in Israel by fee family of fee 
bridegroom. Only rarely does the immigrant 
bridegroom take his bride back home to marry 
her. * 

But not all marriages are first marriages. Of the 
30,000 in this category, about 6,000 were a second 
marriage for at least one of fee partners. More 
divorced men married a second or even third time 
than did divorced women. More widowers than 
widows found new marriage partners. Divorced 
men tended to remarry between 30 and 34, and in 
78 per cent of these marriages, fee bride had not 
been previously married and was between 23 and 
27 years old. 

Of all marriages contracted, at least one-sixth 
wQI end in divorce. About 100 will be ter mina ted 
before fee couple have been married a year.

Liberal Party court may give death blow to link-up today

The Liberal Party's internal court 
may today sentence to death the 
proposed merger agreement wife 
Herat. 

Herat sources told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that if fee Liberals 
indeed kill the proposed merger, 
they will have in effect declared a 
split between fee two Likud parties. 

Herat, they stressed, has been 
waiting for fee Liberals to live up to 
ferir undertaking of over 20 years 
ago to unify the parties. Herat was 
willing to let the Liberals have 36 per 


cent of the united Likud’s institu- 
tions, far above the actual Liberal 
strength. Now, say Herat sources, 
Herat has reached the limit of its 
patience and will stand for no more 
delays. 

The original appeal to fee party 
court came from fee staunchly anti- 
unity group headed by Rehovot 
Mayor Yehezkel Harmelech. It 
argued that the party council, which 
is due to convene on April 16 to vote 
on the merger proposal is not empo- 
wered to decide on so weighty a 
matter, certainly not before the long 


overdue party convention is held. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
has joined the group’s suit in the 
party court. Since Modal is a power- 
ful figure in the party, and because 
the court is packed with his 
supporters, it is unlikely that the 
court will rale against him. 

If the court derides that the coun- 
cil is not authorized to decide on fee 
merger, the proposed agreement 
with Herat will be dead for all intents 
and purposes. With the liberals un- 
able to move until the party conven- 
tion, there is no chance that the 


merger would take place in the 
fbrseeable future. The delay which 
fee party court could cause today 
would be indefinite and fens a death 
blow to the agreement. 

Modai’s adversaries, who include 
all the other Liberal ministers, say 
that he is resorting to procedural 
maneuvers, but that if the party 
court rales in his favour, fee legal 
wrangle would not be over.

A babel of languages echoed through Jerusalem's 
Church of fee Holy Sepulchre yesterday morning as 
Protestants and Roman Catholics celebrated Easter and 
members of various Orthodox faiths marked Palm 
Sunday. Followers of fee Eastern rite will celebrate 
Easter next Sunday. 

The Roman CafeoKc mass was held in Latin and 
Arabic in the' edicule of fee church. Not far away the 
Greek Orthodox and Armenian Patriarchs entered the 
sanctuary, each wife his own solemn procession. 

According to Daniel Rossihg, head of the Christian 
Communities department of fee Religious Affairs Minis- 
try, everything went smoothly wife no friction or unto- 
ward incidents. 

“To carry off something like this, you must have 
precise coordination,” Rossihg told The Jerusalem Post. 

The Tourism Ministry said it estimated 55,000 Christ- 
ian pilgrims were in Jerusalem for the holiday, a 25 per 
cent increase over last year. Security forces kept a low 
profile. 

“If you want an orderly, quiet mass, this certainly isn't 
fee place to come. That I can have at home in Europe. 
But it’s special here, wife all the different groups 
worshipping,” said Reno Nix, a seminary student from 
Switzerland attending mass at the Holy Sepulchre. . 

Protestants gathered for open-air serves at the 


Garden Tomb just outside the walls of the Old City in 
East Jerusalem. About 1,000 people attended the 
English-language service in fee chilly hour after dawn, 
which was followed by services in other languages. 

The official overseer of fee celebrations at fee Church 
of fee Holy Sepulchre was Wadji Nusseibeh, a Moslem in 
his 30s whose family has held fee keys to fee massive 
wooden church door since fee year 640 C.E. 

“Everybody in this life has his own (religious) feeling 
and his own way of living. But if everybody believes in 
God, this is the main thing,” he said. 

Nusseibeh said the Crusaders, who captured Jeru- 
salem in 1099, confiscated the key for a century or so. but 
it was returned to his family when Saladin conquered fee 
city and returned it to Moslem rale in the 12fe century. 
Since then a member of the Nusseibeh family has opened 
fee door before sunrise and closed it after dark every 
day. 

Religious Affairs Minister Yosef Burg received a 
telegram of good wishes for Pessah from Russian Ortho- 
dox Metropolitan Filaret of Moscow. Filaret is second in

Weekend rioting leaves 
5 slain in South Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
young black man was killed when 
rioters clashed with police Saturday 
night bringing the weekend death 
roll in South Africa's riot-corn East- 
ern Cape to five. 

A police spokesman in Pretoria 
said police fired tear-gas and shot- 
guns in New Brighton township 
when about 20 black people stoned a 
police patrol, dispersed and then 
regrouped. One man was killed and 
another injured, both aged 25, he 
said. 

A group which barricaded streets 
and threw a petrol bomb at police 
was dispersed with tear-gas, the 
spokesman added. 

Police fired tear-gas in another 
township to break up what the 
spokesman described as groups of 
riotous black people who were ston- 
ing police patrols. 

More than 100 people have died in 
township riots so Car this year, most 
of them in the Eastern Cape which is 
particularly hard hit by economic 
recession. 

In Mount Moria. President P.W. 
Botha told hundreds of thousands of 
blacks at a huge Easter pilgrimage 
on Saturday night that the govern- 
ment will not tolerate those who 
oppose peaceful change in the re- 
public. 

“IVe shall not tolerate people who 


come from far away with evil minds 
to kill and injure innocent people. 
We must not allow them to bum our 
houses and destroy our property,” 
he said at the annual festival of the 
Zion Christian Church. 

By Saturday night, an estimated 
1.5 million church members bad 
assembled at Mount Moria, and 
Botha's office said it expected the 
final turnout for the church's 75th 
anniversary celebration would ex- 
ceed two million.

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CAIRO (Reuter). - General Abdul- 
Rahman Swareddahab, who ousted 
Sudanese president Jaafar Numeiri 
in a bloodless military coup on Satur- 
day. is a career soldier with only 
scant experience in politics. 

The man who finally ousted 
Numeiri - dubbed “the great survi- 
vor" for clingin g to power for 16 
years through several attempts to 
unseat him - joined the cabinet as 
defence minister and commander- 
in-chief only three weeks ago. 

He was quick to announce that the 
army was taking over only for an 
interim period, until democracy 


could be restored and free elections 
held. 

Swareddahab, 51, is dedicated to 
the army, which he joined in 1954 
when he enrolled at the Sudanese 
Military Academy graduating four 
years later as a second lieutenant. 
He also trained at military 
academies in Britain and Egypt. 

A high-ranking Jordanian army 
officer said die new Sudanese lead- 
er, who attended a one-year course 
at Jordan's Royal Military Staff Col- 
lege, “excelled in the course and was 
noted for his high moral behaviour." 

Diplomatic observers believe he 
will eventually restore democracy in 


Sudan. They said, he has no known 
political leanings and believes the 
army should not meddle in politics. 

“He is more of a Naguib than a 
Nasser," one Cairo-based . western 
diplomat said, referring .to former 
Egyptian presidents Mohammed 
Naguib and Gamal Abdel-Nasser.. 
Naguib, an advocate of democracy, 
was ousted in 1954 by Nasser. 

He was the first soldier to be 
appointed defence minister and 
army commander-in-chief, posts

The pope said: “Tens of millions 
of people massacred on the battle 
fronts, cities razed to the ground, 
slaughter in the air and on the sea, 
populations ruined by hunger and 
privations." 

“Other tens of millions of human 
beings destroyed in concentration 
camps, the Jewish people con- 
demned to extermination, and, at 
the end, the terrifying revelation of 
the first atomic explosions," he said. 

In Prague, Cardinal Frantisek 
Tomasek, primate of the embattled 
Catholic Church of Communist 
Czechoslovakia, yesterday called for 
respect for human rights as an essen- 
tial premise for peace . 


French areas want freedom 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - A Chinese 
delegation arrived in Moscow 
yesterday for the sixth round of 
negotiations on normalizing rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, foe first ' 
such major talks since Kremlin lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev took power. 

The Tass News Agency said Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Leonid 
Ilyich ov met Chinese Vice-Minister 
and delegation head Qian Qichen at 
a Moscow airport. It said Qian was 
accompanied by advisers and ex- 
perts. 

Qian and Hyichov start talks 
tomorrow amid signs that both sides 
are determined to work towards rap- 
prochement after a 20-year ideolo- 
gical rift. 

Although western diplomats in 
Moscow and Peking do not expect a 
political breakthrough from foe 


talks, they detecta more concfliatory 
attitude since Gorbachev succeeded 
the late Konstantin Oieineiiko on 
March 11. ; 


Since the half-yearly ' talks began 
in November 19^ trade and cultu- 
ral ties, have improved. A recent 
series of separate talks and accords 
points the way to doserties in these

But China is still calling for foe 
removal of three Soviet obstacles to 
political relations: Moscow’s sup- 
port for Vietnam, troop and weapon 
levels along foe Chinese border and.

UK delivering support ship to Iran 


Brazil president-elect said in^ ‘good condition’ 



LONDON (AP). - An unarmed, 
British-built naval support ship, 
which was part of a 1977 order from 
the late shah of Iran, has left its berth 
in western Scotland and is sailing to 
Iran, London’s Sunday Telegraph 
reported yesterday. 

The 2,500-ton ship, which is fitted 
with a 12-bed hospital, operating 
theatres, intensive-care units and 
helicopter landing pads, is one of 
three vessels ordered by Teheran. 
The vessels are said to be particular- 


ly suitable for disaster and earth- 
quake relief. 

The £20 million ship was built on 
the Clydeside, Scotland's major 
shipbuilding region, and secretly set 
sail on Saturday; the pewspaper 
said. 

A sister supply ship has been built 
at Clydeside and is expected to be 
delivered later this year, while a 
third vessel is being built in Tyneside 
in northeast England, the conserva- 
tive weekly said.

For the above reasons. Justice 
Barak proposed that tee appeal be 
dismissed, with no order as to costs.

TWO IMPORTANT aspects of life I 
know' nothing about, and what's 
more have despaired of ever under- 
standing. are tee stock market and 
competitive sports. It’s my ow'd 
fault, no doubt . and it’s only a partial 
excuse to sav that they don't make it 
easy for one by using jargon - Wall 
Streeie&e in the one case.

TEL AVIV. - The number of 
Israelis going to Europe and the 
U.S. had dropped by 15% to 20%, 
according to travel agents contacted 
by The Post yesterday. 

Avi Friedman, manager of a com- 
pany controlling 14 travel offices, 
said the drop was mainly reflected in 
tbe number of people going abroad 
for a brief stay in a hotel - on one of 
the Greek islands, for example. He 
estimated that there was a 60% drop 
in that category; thousands of 
Israelis were in Rhodes last year but 
“this time you cotdd hardly hold a 
seder there,” be said. 

Fewer Israelis are registering for 
package - tours abroad. Last year 
Bonissa organized three or four 
groups to the U.S. and Europe, but 
tins year the agency had only one 
group to the U.S. HIstour sent only 
one group too -to Egypt.

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and cars here and travelling abroad 
independently. Accordingly. El A1 
and Arkia planes were full. 

There were conflicting signs as to 
what is in store for the summer. One 
agent reported a very lively interest 
in summer packages. Another said 
people were not even enquiring. "If 
they did. I would prove to them the 
taxes aren't so high in real terms, 
because foe value of foe dollar has 
risen compared with European cur- 
rencies. TTierefore their dollars will 
go farther," Ya’acov Kami, the de- 
puty chairman of foe Tourism and 
Travel Agents Association, said. 

Tourism to Rumania is likely to 
increase, since the 20% travel tax on 
flights there has been abolished. 

Meanwhile. Israelis were showing 
a greater interest in vacations inside 
the country. Yesterday Arkia flew 
1,300 people on its Eilat route - 
some 500 more than on a regular 
Sunday, according to Dan Ya'ari, 
foe company's secretary. 

Some people who travelled to 
Eilat, continued on to Sinai. Yossi 
Cohen, foe duty officer at the Taba 
crossing point, said 2,000 crossed 
yesterday, compared with a daily 
average- of only -140. Five cars cross 
on a normal day - but yesterday 
there were 180. 

The high number of foreign tour- 
ists in Israel now was only partly a 
result of foe fact that Fessah and 
Easter coincide. A tourism ministry 
spokeswoman and travel agents said 
they believed the tourists came here 
because Israel is cheaper. 
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vanishing bond market 


TEL AVIV. - The share market 
yesterday came through with the 
traditional wave of rises that have 
become a feature of Hoi Hamoed 
Pfissah trading sessions over the 
years. Far stronger, however, was 
the mystery of foe bond market’s 
performance. 

Volume in this market plunged to 
below the S! million mark - 
IS862 Jm. to be exact. While the fall 
in turnovers last week was pualing. 
the levels then recorded of IS1.5-2 
billion daily, were within the bounds 
of the plausible. The figure must be 
seen as extraordinary. 

The "other” bond' market, that of 
foe "arrangement" bank shares, 
seems to be quite unaffected by what 
happens in foe regular bond market. 
Once again it took half of foe total 
volume in foe share market, or some 
ISl.lSb. 

Prices rose in this sector and. 
indeed, foe trend in the regular 
bonds was also positive. But prices 
ought to rise on foe back of some 
trading, if foe facade of reality is to 
be preserved. 

The low volume can be explained 
by foe lack of interest and activity of 
the institutional sector - in fact, that 
is foe only possible explanation. The 
public is almost totally absent from 
the bond market, and only the provi- 
dent funds and bank savings schemes 
have been active there, with occa- 
sional forays by the mutual funds. 
Since foe "institutions “filled up" 
with bonds at foe end of March, they 
have no need to deal in foe market at 
present. 


MARKET 
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The lull also bears out foe stories 
current last week regarding large- 
scale “swap** activity between foe 
provident funds, who bought traded 
bonds, and foe mutual funds who 
sold to them. The provident funds 
were thereby taking advantage of 
foe low prices and high yields which 
have characterized the index-linked 
bond sector for some time. 

The share market, meanwhile 
proceeded on its own merry way. 
The advance/decline statistics and 
the g pjns in foe various sectoral 
indices show that this rise was 
broadly-based, as it had been 
through most of last week. It was 
not. however, of tremendous force. 

Tins is seen clearly in foe fact that 
foe number of sharply rising shares 
yesterday was almost the same as 
that on Thursday (76 to 73). and the 
number of "buyers only" situations 
was unchanged. Only foe Seismica 
issues, following their good news of 
last Wednesday, were marked 
"buyers only 2." 

In essence a "free share" market 
with volume of SI-1 Van. daily, rising 
ai a fair clip but without generating 
“froth." is foe optimum situation for 
foe traders and money-managers 
who are active in foe rather limited 
market of today. They can produce 


good results for their clients and 
continue to direct* the trend of the 
market without getting into deep 
waters or being threatened with a 
loss of control as a wider public 
nuhesm.

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South Africa on the agenda 


THE RECENT wave of black violence that has struck South 
Africa, and the police counter-measures that sometimes have 
tended to fan rather than dampen the flames, have again 
focused world attention on that troubled country. 

But even before these incidents a movement emerged in the 
U.S.. seemingly out of nowhere, to press American business 
firms and other institutions to relinquish their investments in 
South Africa. At the same time it became popular and 
politically useful for American black leaders and white liberals 
to demonstrate against South Africa and apartheid at Pretoria's 
embassy in Washington and cross a police boundary thus 
leading to mandatory, though largely symbolic, official arrest. 

At the latest count more than 2,000 persons, including some 
leaders of the American Jewish community, have engaged in 
this protest action. The sudden and politically potent anti- 
South African fashion caught the Reagan Administration by 
surprise. It has discreetly softened its earlier rather outspoken- 
ly pro-South African tones, without, however, fundamentally 
altering its policy. 

Nevertheless, these developments have quite clearly caused 
some anxiety in Pretoria. The U.S. is an important factor in 
South Africa's policies. American investments in South Africa, • 
while a minor portion of the total of foreign holdings, do 
represent a sizeable chunk. And at a time when the price of gold 
is down, when inflation in South Africa is high and 'when 
unemployment, especially among blacks, is also high, even the 
threat of American disinvestment perturbs Pretoria. 

The irony is that this sudden eruption of sentiment in the 
U.S. and elsewhere should emerge at a time when the South 
African government has in fact embarked on a course of 
change. 

In South Africa itself the new black militancy may be 
ascribed to the rising expectations deriving from amelioration 
and promise of change, however partial. 

In the U.S. however, it must be ascribed not simply to 
sympathy for black plight, but also to the domestic political 
gains that can be derived from display of such sympathy. 
Witness the charade that was the recent visit to South Africa by 
Senator Edward Kennedy with his sights set on the black vote in 
1988 and the spectacle of black American politicians seemingly 
more interested in Soweto than black unemployment in their 
own country or the famine in black Africa that kills thousands 
by the day. 

In this circumstance, it is instructive to hear the voice of a 
famed white conscience in South Africa, Alan Paton. Writing 
in The New York Times , Paton says: 

"I do not think that damaging our economy will help us to do 
better. It will do material harm to many black people. 
Americans ought to be told that they are going to bring hunger 
and suffering to many black people.” 

To believe that disinvestment will compel a change in South 
African policy he dismisses as “nonsense.” 

Since Israel enjoys friendly relations with South Africa, and 
pursues similar ties with black African states, and since as well 
it is sensitive to the attitudes of Jewish communities elsewhere. 


especially the large Jewish community in the U.S., it cannot 
afford to be indifferent to the efflorescence of the issues 
surrounding South Africa. 

This is especially true when, in many instances, the same 
anti- West forces that would seek havoc in South Africa are also 
those that would seek the reduction of the Jewish State. 

The path of reason, the path of Western interest, and the 
path of interest for all of South Africa still lies where it always 
has lain - not in enmity, rancour or boycott, but in constructive 
relations with South Africa that are coupled with unambiguous 
abhorrence for the policies of apartheid. 

• Israel has always sought to pursue this dual path. It has no 
reason to relinquish it. And despite the present campaign in the 
U.S. and elsewhere, that also embraces Jewish and non-Jewish 
friends of Israel, that commitment to a sane and constructive 
policy deserves only to be strengthened.

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A TRAGEDY IN FOUR ACTS

THE TENTH anniversary of the fall 
of Saigon is upon us. The pain of the 
day mil not gq away, nor will the 
memory of the wartime casualties. 
American and Indo-Chinese, and 
the massacre of millions that fol- 
lowed the collapse. 

Vietnam ended America's inno-. 
cence in international affairs. It was 
the first war in which our involve- 
nfortt was not triggered by overt 
aggression of organized units across 
a clearly demarcated line. It was the 
first war in which some son of milit- 
ary outcome did not precede nego- 
tiations. It was the first war witnes- 
sed in the living rooms of America. It 
was the first war in which prominent 
Americans oppbsed their country’s 
policy during highly publicized visits 
to the enemy's capital. 

In the procelss. Vietnam turned 
into a tragedy in four acts. 

ACT 1: The Flawed Assumption. 
In his inaugural address then Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy announced 
that the United States would “sup- 
port any friend, oppose any foe to 
assure the survival and success of 
liberty." No one challenged that 
sweeping commitment or the prop- 
osition that Indo-china was a key 
outpost in the defence of liberty. 
Within six weeks of Kennedy's 
speech, marines were sent to Thai- 
land. A year later 16,000 U.S. milit- 
ary personnel were assigned as 
“advisers'' to help South Vietnam 
resist North Vietnamese-led guerril- 
las. Hanoi- was 'regarded as the cut- 
ting edge of :Sino-Soviet global 
strategy. In retrospect, we know that 
Hanoi was working for its own 
account. In fact it cleverly exploited 
the split betweek Peking and Mos- 
cow of which Washington was as yet 
unaware. 

The commitment of thousands of 
advisers put U.S. global prestige at 
stake. Yet the commitment was not 
enough to be decisive. Throughout 
its Indo-china involvement. Amer- 
ica never solved the relationship be- 
tween means and ends or even ade- 
quately defined its ends. 

Tbe ultimate political goal of 
America was noble: to enable a 
distant people to resist tyranny. On 
the other hand, tbe so-called free 
countries of Indo-china, while far 
less oppressive than North Vietnam, 
were hardly democracies. Guerrilla 
wars are rarely pristine. The pace of 
guerrilla war and tbe pace of reform 
differ: Bringing about democracy in 
a developing country requires a de- 
cade or more. Destruction and chaos 
can be produced in weeks. 

Refusal to face this reality caused 
the Kennedy Administration to en- 
courage - to put it mildly - the 
overthrow of South Vietnam's au- 
thoritarian ruler Ngo Dinh Diem in 
1963. The collapse of civil govern- 
ment was the watershed leading to 
two fateful derisions: It committed 
the United States to sustain the junta 
that replaced Diem and it tempted 
Hanoi to commit its regular forces. 

ACT 2: The Ambivalent Strategy. 
President Lyndon Johnson felt 
obliged to carry out Kennedy’s lega-

An expeditionary force of over 
half a million American combat 
troops was sent as far from Amer- 
ican soil as the globe permits, but the 
United States lacked a strategy to 
bring tbe boys borne. America his- 
torically has' sought to use its vast 
resources for a strategy of attrition. 
Attrition, however, cannot work 
against guerrillas that defend no 
territory and are able to choose rbeir 
own time for combat. In Indo-china. 
moreover, they were operating from 
sanctuaries in all neighbouring coun- 
tries. American strategy advocated 
employment of a gradual escalation 
designed to create pauses that would 
encourage compromise. In fact, gra- 
dual escalation convinced Hanoi 
that America lacked resolve. 

As the war dragged on, demands 


they mocked appeals to American 
credibility. Those who had taken 
America into the waf were so de- 
moralized that once out of office 
they were either silent or encour- 
aged the extremists. 

Too often, tbe media became un- 
witting collaborators. It was easy to 
record the horrors of modern war- 
fare. much more difficult to disting- 
uish between what was inherent in 
modern weaponry and what repre- 
sented deliberate cruelty. Similarly, 
it was fairly simple to construct the 
vaunted credibility gap by reiterat- 
ing the difference between gov- 
ernmental statements and what in 
fact happened. A fairer analysis 
would have sought to determine 
what was due to genuine confusion 
and what was actual misrepresenta- 
tion. In the process Hanoi learned 
that it could use the media to foster

President Johnson finally over- 
came his instinctive doubt and 
agreed to a bombing halt shortly 
before the 1968 election. In Korea 
the decision to end offensive opera- 
tions after negotiations had started 
was responsible for 60 per cent of 
U.S. casualties. In Vietnam the 
bombing halt - which I supported at 
the time - surely deepened the stale- 
mate. 

In the process bipartisan support 
for foreign policy evaporated. Be- 
tween 1963 and the end of 1966, 
media, public and congressional sup- 
port had been nearly universal. The 
few opponents relied on methods of 
traditional American democratic de- 
bate. 

But by late 1966 the war had 
become a rallying point for hereto- 


tbe illusion that the search for peace 
was tike a detective story in which 
the North Vietnamese would throw 
out ambiguous dues and tbe adminis- 
tration had to guess at the answer. 
Thus, the diplomatic impasse was 
ascribed not to Hanoi's aggression 
but to a series of lost American 
opportunities. 

ACT 3. The Painful Exodus. No one 
familiar with Richard Nixon's career 
could have believed that his cam- 
paign promise to end the war could 
mean simple abdication. On the con- 
trary, it was surprising that a presi- 
dent, elected by a conservative con- 
stituency, went to such lengths to 
placate the liberal critics - adopting 
in effect the peace programme re- 
jected by the Democratic Conven- 
tion in 1968- But in the prevailing 
atmosphere of ra diealization, every 
concession elicited farther demands 
c ulminat ing in pressures to withdraw 
unilaterally and to overthrow the 
government of America’s ally. 


fore fringe groups seeking a radical 
tirahsfonnation of sodety.For them, 
Vietnam was not a painful geopoli- 
tical dilemma from which to extri- 
cate America with honour. They 
preferred a calamitous outcome that 
would discredit the hated Establish- 
ment. Convinced that only a visible 
humiliation could curb America's 
penchant for foreign adventures. 


Nixon was convinced that it was 
immoral and dangerous for America 
to extricate itself by simply abandon- 
ing milli ons who. relying on Amer- 
ica’s word, had fought with it. He 
undertook to salvage America’s 
honour as he sawit by a tour deforce: 
phased troop withdrawals to placate 
the protestor:, private negotiations, 
sporadic pressures on North Viet- 
nam and major assistance to South 
Vietnam. Domestic pressures forced 
Nixon into compromises that often 
cancelled themselves out. Every 
withdrawal encouraged Hanoi and 


NO COAL FROM BRITAIN 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - It has recently been dis- 
closed, although it was well known 
to those familiar with the energy 
scene in Israel, that, as a result of the 
recent miners strike, the British 
National Coal Board had been un- 
able to fulfil its contractual obliga- 
tions to supply coal to Israel during 
this period. However, those familiar 
with the energy scene in the UK are 
well aware that the NCri had been 
maintaining its contractual obliga- 
tions to some of its overseas custom- 
ers during the recent strike by utiliz- 
ing stockpiles in Europe. The ques- 
tion now needs to be asked as to why 
Israel was not supplied by this source 
as other customers had been. 

In a similar vein, the UK, since its 
development of the North Sea 
offshore oil fields, has constantly 
refused to supply Isxael, even though 
there is a surplus of production over 
current UK consumption. The 
reason for refusal has been the gov- 
ernment guideline, under the 


Thatcberadministration, reaffirmed 
in May 1979. that the UK North Sea 
oil should only be exported to the 
partners in the International Energy 
Agency and the EEC. 

The Prime Minister, who claims to 
be a good friend of Israel and parti- 
cularly concerned about its welfare, 
should be well aware both as a 
chemist and a politician that tbe 
welfare of the dozens of any country 
are totally dependent upon energy 
supplies. Indeed one would not at all 
be surprised if the recently estab- 
lished Thatcher chair in chemistry at 
the Weizxnann Institute is not used 
to study Israel’s energy needs from 
indigenous sources. 

“Actions speak louder than 
words," states the old proverb. If the 
Fame Minister is as true a friend as 
she proclaims, then let it be seen in 
her actions. Otherwise, I believe the 
time has come to question her gov- 
ernment's decisions.
